Public sessions 

A public session on ,,Automatic documentation, cur- 
rent systems and trends”, organized by FID/MSR, will 
be held on September 9. 

The official opening of the Conference by the Rt. 
Hon. Viscount Hailsham, Minister for Science, will take 
place on September 12. The opening is followed by 
lectures on ,,Highlights on recent developments in 
documentation” in FID member countries. 

The morning session on ,,Scientific and technical 
information” on September 13 will be chaired by Dr. 
T. E. Allibone (UK). Speakers are: Mr. L’Hermite 
(France) and Dr. Y. Niwa (Japan). 

The afternoon session on ,,Economic and managerial 
information” will be chaired by Mr. G. Deurinck 
(Belgium). Main speaker will be Prof. R. W. Revans 
(UK). 

The session on ,,Efficient use of information” on 
September 14 will be chaired by Dr. Burton W. Adkin- 
son (USA). Speakers are Mr. R. E. McBurney (Canada), 
Mr. J. de Leclémandiére (France) and Mr. William Knox 
(USA). 

Replies from a few other speakers were not available 
before printing of this issue.

The Textiles committee 
meets on September 14 to 15. 

The ad hoc committee on Document reproduction 
meets with national correspondents on September 8. 
The Committee on Training (FID/TD), the Committee 
on Linguistic problems (FID/LP) and the Committee 
on Mechanised storage and retrieval (FID/MSR) meet 
also on September 8.

Executive Bureau of FID 

In the final printing of the report of the Bureau 
meeting in April (FID News Bulletin of May 15) one 
line was omitted. The fourth alinea under ,,Programme” 
should read: 

It was decided that FID will cooperate through 
FID/MSR in a project on abstracting procedures in- 
cluding mechanical processes of the Economic and 
Social Council of the United Nations. 


Digital computers and data-processing 
At the Round Table Conference of international 
organisations for the study of Standardization of Digital 


computers and Data-processing machines, organized by 
ISO and IEC (International Electrotechnical Com- 
mission) and held in Geneva on May 15, 1961, FID was 
represented by Dr. N. A. J. Voorhoeve and Prof. P. 
Braffort. 

Main items for a common programme were: Glossary 
and symbols, Character sets and related problems, 
Input/output media, Programming languages, Data 
transmission, and Components. 

It was recommended that ISO/TC 97 and IEC/TC 53 
closely cooperate and that a common secretariat be 
established in the USA. (The first meeting of ISO/TC 
97 was due to be held in Geneva in May 1961 to 
determine the scope and programme of the committee.) 

The International Federation of Information Pro- 
cessing Societies prepares a multi-lingual glossary in 
cooperation with the Centre International de Calcul. 
It was noted that the IEC vocabulary will also contain 
a section on data-processing. Terms already in use in 
telecommunications should be included in the planned 
vocabularies. 

FID’s programme in the field of machine processing 
is carried out by FID/MSR ,,Mechanised storage and 
retrieval’. FID is in particular interested in ,,Character 
sets”, ,.Input/output media” and_ ,,Programming 
languages”, which items are included in the programme 
of ISO/TC 97. FID is moreover interested in uniform 
coding of scientific data on punch cards. 

It was decided to add ,,Analogue computing” to the 
programme. Close contact will be maintained with the 
International Telegraph and Telephone Consultative 
Committee (CCITT) and with other bodies. 


Meeting the literature crisis 


The Annual Meeting of the National Federation of 
Science Abstracting and Indexing Services (NFSAIS) 
was held in Cleveland on March 9, 1961. FID was repre- 
sented by Mr. C. Dake Gull, Chairman of the U.S. 
National Committee for FID. 

In the public sessions, several speakers discussed the 
possibilities of meeting the present crisis in mastering 
the flow of literature. Mr. Leghorn stressed the im- 
portance of operations analysis. Recources are infinite 
and can be mastered only by efficiency in abstracting 
and indexing techniques applied at the point of publi- 
cation. The publications must be in new forms suitable 
for machine processing. 

Mr. Conrad revealed the enormous amounts spent in 
dealing with the literature flow. He stressed that a good 
inventory of the journal situation should be made. Mr. 
Ebeling said that information services should be better 
organized in order to lower costs; standardization of 
operating procedures should be studied, but also the 
customers’ needs should be better known; customers 
are not always enthusiastic to use newer and better 
services. 

Dr. Adkinson described the Government’s responsibili- 
ties but also said that scientists should review their 
publishing methods. He advocated the development of 
the systems first and then the application of existing 
machines or the design and development of the neces- 
sary machines. 
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Mr. Castagna advocated that public libraries should 
give new services a try. Dr. Shera stressed the im- 
portance of modern training courses and more contacts 
between these and leaders in the field. 

Mr. Clapp mentioned that foundations aid to a great 
extent in the development of better indexing and ab- 
stracting services and listed his suggestions on how 
to create and maintain foundations’ interests in meeting 
the literature crisis. 

The closed sessions and business meeting will be 
described in Proceedings to be published soon. 

Officers elected for the coming year are: Mr. Dale 
Baker, President, and Mr. John Green, Vice-President. 


Bibliographie géodésique

Les fiches, 
de format A 6, seront publiées mensuellement. Des 
centres régionaux pour la collection du matériel sont 
envisagés. 

Le projet définitif sera soumis a |’Association en 1962. 
Cependant une édition expérimentale commencera en 
janvier 1962. 

Une collaboration plus étroite entre 1’Association 
internationale de géodésie, la Fédération internationale 
des géométres, la Société internationale de photo- 
grammétrie et l’Association cartographique internatio- 
nale est prévue. 


US Microfilm Association 

The Tenth Annual Convention of the National Micro- 
film Association took place in Chicago from April 4 to 
6, 1961. Participants numbered over 1900. 

The sessions were devoted to microfilm logistics, 
engineering applications, library and archives, retrieval, 
and basic microfilm technology. There was also a large 
exhibition of equipment, accessories, supplies and 
services in the microfilming field.

SCIENTIFIC ORGANIZATIONS 


Coopération en Afrique 

A la suite de la Conférence scientifique de Johannes- 
burg (1949) la Commission de Coopération Technique 
en Afrique au Sud du Sahara (CCTA) et le Conseil 
Scientifique pour l’Afrique au Sud du Sahara (CSA) 
furent créés en 1950. Le secrétariat du CSA fusionna 
avec celui de la CCTA en 1955 et se trouve actuellement 
a Lagos (CCTA/CSA, Central Bank Buildings, P.M.B. 
2359, Lagos, Nigeria). Le Secrétaire Scientifique se 
trouve actuellement 4 Nairobi, Kenya (B.P. bon 302.34), 
tandis que le Bureau des Publications a son siége a 
Londres (Watergate House, York Buildings, W.C. 2). 
A l'exception du Chef du Bureau des Publications, tous 
les membres du personnel supérieur de la Commission 
ont leurs bureaux en Afrique. 

La CCTA est une association régionale des pays 
d’Afrique au Sud du Sahara et de quelques pays euro- 
péens ayant des liens particuliers avec |’Afrique. Elle 
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a pour objet de faire bénéficier chaque pays de |]’ex- 
périence et des experts des autres pays d’Afrique. Elle 
est également un pont entre la science européenne et 
les besoins africains. 

Le CSA est composé de quinze savants réputés. Cette 
Académie des sciences de |]’Afrique” constitue pour 
chaque gouvernement membre un organisme consul- 
tatif. Son réle est de conseiller la CCTA et de donner 
a la coopération interafricaine sa pleine valeur scienti- 
fique et sa cohésion. 

La CCTA organise des conférences et des réunions 
techniques, des réunions de spécialistes et des sémi- 
naires, dans lesquelles participent, outre les représen- 
tants des pays membres, ceux d’autres gouvernements 
et d’organisations internationales. 

Des Bureaux permanents ont été créés par la CCTA 
pour la diffusion réguliére d’informations aux spécia- 
listes, pour la préparation de réunions techniques, pour 
rassembler la documentation nécessaire et pour donner 
des renseignements sur demande. En outre, la CCTA 
a créé huit Comités interafricains, étant constitués 
d’une personne. Enfin, la Commission dispose de Ré- 
seaux de correspondants. Le Secrétariat scientifique 4 
Bukavu publie un bulletin trimestriel Science Afrique 
de portée générale. 

En 1958, la Fondation pour 1|’Assistance Mutuelle en 
Afrique au Sud du Sahara (FAMA) fut créée par la 
CCTA comme instrument d’assistance technique bilaté- 
rale. Son siége est 4 Lagos. La Fondation s’occupe 
également de la mise sur pied de cours de formation en 
Afrique.

TRAINING COURSES 


Assistants in scientific libraries 

Since 1950, training courses for librarians of tech- 
nical and non-technical special libraries, for archivists 
in industrial enterprises, and for documentalists, as 
well as correspondence courses in classification, alpha- 
betical arrangement and cataloguing rules are organi- 
zed jointly by the Netherlands Institute for Documen- 
tation (NIDER) and the Netherlands Association of 
Librarians (NVB). 

For 1961-1962 a further course will be added for 
assistants in scientific libraries. Further information 
may be obtained from the secretary, Mr. M. Verhoef, 
NIDER, Riouwstraat 151, The Hague. 


German course on documentation 

A six-month course in documentation has begun at 
the Gmelin-Institut, Frankfort/Main, under the spon- 
sorship of the Deutsche Gesellschaft fiir Dokumenta- 
tion (DGD). The study series, which started in April 
and continues after the summer holidays to mid-No- 
vember, consists of 12 sections including foundations of 
librarianship and tools of documentation, fundamentals 
of terminology and its relationship to classification, 
UDC, the future development of documentation, auto- 
mation in documentation, and the organization of docu- 
mentation centres.

RESEARCH 


Projects undertaken by FID 


The following studies are being undertaken by FID 
and its Study committees. Some are subsidized by 
grants from international organisations or foundations. 





Abstracting procedures 

Under contract with the National Science Foun- 
dation, the General Secretariat will prepare an anno- 
tated comprehensive world inventory of scientific ab- 
stracting services and establish an international infor- 
mation centre on abstracting services and techniques. 


Linguistic problems 

A working group on translations information centres 
within FID/LP ,,Linguistic problems” will study re- 
commendations for the establishment and organisation 
of such centres. 

The Committee itself will amongst other problems 
study various terminological questions. 


Copyright problems 

A detailed report on the copyright problem has been 
received from the USA member of FID. The General 
Secretariat will prepare a statement on the problem 
for comment by National members. The possibility of 
a meeting of experts will be explored. 


Mechanised storage and retrieval 

FID/MSR_,,Mechanised storage and_ retrieval” 
(succeeding FID/S) whose terms of reference were 
reproduced in our News Bulletin of March 15, p. 9, asked 
National members of FID to compile descriptive ac- 
counts of existing retrieval systems. The committee 
will set up regional information and liaison centres for 
retrieval research. (It is proposed to establish centres 
forthwith in the USA, Western Europe, the USSR and 
Eastern Europe, and in Japan.) 

FID/MSR will maintain contact with the National 
Science Foundation, Washington, with regard to the 
latter’s programme on machine translation. 


Universal Decimal Classification 

An ad hoc committee established by the Bureau of 
FID meets in Noordwijk (Netherlands) from June 14 
to 16, 1961, to study the extent to which revision of the 
UDC is necessary in view of its present and future use 
as an international tool for information storage and 
retrieval. 

Preliminary investigations are being made by the 
General Secretariat with regard to encoding of the UDC 
for mechanical processing. 

The compilation of a special edition of the UDC for 
atomic energy is undertaken by the General Secretariat 
of FID in cooperation with and with the financial 
assistance of the International Atomic Energy Agency 
in Vienna. 


Training of documentalists 

FID/TD ,,Training of documentalists and information 
officers” prepares a world inventory of training courses. 
An analysis will be made and a basic programme will 
be established. 

Under contract with Unesco, the committee also 
studies the status and training of research librarians 
and documentalists. The project is executed in cooper- 
ation with the International Federation of Library 
Associations. 


Clinical records 

The question whether the setting up of a world-wide 
documentation of clinical records is feasible, will be 
studied by FID’s committee on Medical documentation. 


Documentation on documentation 

An analysis will be made of existing documentation 
abstracting services and the possibility of a central 
information service will be examined. 


Automating storage and retrieval of information 

A grant of $ 100,000 from the Council on Library 
Resources, Washington, has been made available to 
the Library of Congress for a survey of the possibilities 
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of automating the organization, storage and retrieval 
of information in a large research library. A prelimi- 
nary grant had been made in October 1961 (see FID 
News Bull. of March 15, 1961) to enable a careful 
planning of the project. 

The survey will be undertaken by a team of leading 
experts in computer technology, data-processing, 
systems analysis, and information storage and retrieval. 
The survey is expected to result in a statement. as to 
the feasibility of mechanisation of research library 
activities and of requirements for such mechanisation. 

Publication of the final report is expected to be early 
in 1962. The study forms the latest step in the Library 
of Congress’ exploration of the possibilities of mechani- 
sation. The findings are hoped to be fruitful for other 
large research libraries as well. 


Information retrieval systems 

The Council on Library Resources, Washington, 
announced in March 1961 a $ 25,000 grant to the Nation- 
al Bureau of Standards, for a survey of the present 
situation in mechanized information selection and 
facsimile retrieval systems. 

The project is expected to be completed in nine 
months. It will complement work already being done 
by the Bureau and which is supported by the National 
Science Foundation. 

A survey will be made of the current state of tech- 
nology, in particular with regard to devices for facsi- 
mile retrieval using photographic media for information 
storage. The programme also includes an examination 
of the factors determining the latitude available to 
users in setting up information storage, selection and 
retrieval systems where facsimile copies of selected 
items are available. The survey will give special at- 
tention to the various degrees of complexity involved 
in currently available systems.

Classification research in the USA 

' The 6th meeting of the Classification Research Study 
Group was held on May 30 in the University of San 
Francisco. Mr. Shell held an informal talk on the classi- 
fied catalogue set up according to the Bliss System, 
which is used at the Southern California School of 
Theology. 

The 7th meeting will be held on July 13 in Western 
Reserve University. Miss Melton will discuss the work 
of the University’s Documentation Centre. Mr. Fair- 
thorne has been invited as a special guest at this 
meeting. 

It is expected that Mrs. Pauline Atherton will succeed 
Mrs. Richmond as Chairman of the Study Group on 
January 1, 1962. 


Dictionary by magnetic tapes 

Under a contract with the Air Force Office of Scien- 
tific Research, the entries of an unabridged English 
dictionary and several other English technical diction- 
aries will be transferred to magnetic tapes, and a reverse- 
alphabetical word-list will be printed out. Entries to be 
included consist of single words, sequences of words with 
and without hyphens, and forms containing capital 
letters. Entries will be coded for the dictionary-source, 
and the occurrence of spaces or hyphens, and capitals. 
More detailed information on editing procedures may be 
obtained. 

The present plans are to produce tapes and a printed 
reverse-alphabetized word-list of the unabridged diction- 
ary; then to tape the remaining technical dictionaries, 
merge them and the unabridged tape into one tape with 
deletion of repetitions, and then print out a reverse- 
alphabetized word-list (possibly also a normally alpha- 
betized word-list). Separate tapes and word-lists for 
each of the technical dictionaries may be produced, and 
special lists may also be available, such as a list con- 
taining all the entries with hyphens or spaces. 

It is expected that by late Fall of 1961, the tapes and 
reverse-alphabetized printed word-list based on the 
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unabridged dictionary will be completed, and that by 
mid-1962, the remaining work will be done. 

The Information Sciences Division of the Air Force 
Office of Scientific Research is interested in effecting 
the widest possible distribution of these research tools 
to scholars, institutions and organizations. Tapes and 
printed word lists will be made available at cost (ma- 
terials, handling, and machine time) plus shipping 
charges, preferably on an advance subscription basis. 
Some materials may also be available on a loan basis.

FID STUDY COMMITTEES 


UDC Air/Space transport committee 


A meeting held in London on April 27 and 28 was 
attended by participants from the Netherlands and the 
United Kingdom; the German experts unfortunately 
could not participate. A further meeting in September 
to be held on the occasion of the FID Conference and 
attended by all experts involved will be regarded as the 
deadline for final decision on the Draft P-Notes re- 
sulting from the April meeting. 

The main decisions taken were as follows: 

- to recommend the immediate replacement of FID/C 
629.19 by a new combined UDC Air/Space transport 
committee, covering all aspects of air and space flight, 
in liaison with experts in the fields of physics, law, etc., 
with the British Aero/Space group as secretariat and 
the Dutch, German and other interested national 
groups as members. The Netherlands aeronautics panel 
will continue acting as secretariat for the 629.13 
committee so long as this number is retained: 

- to press for the immediate adoption of 629.7 as the 
new number to house a combined air/space classifi- 
cation, with new .0 subdivisions specially designed to 
cater for both air and space transport and 629.71/.73 
left free for ultra-atmospheric aircraft, etc. The new 
agreed outline was recommended for immediate pu- 
blication as a P-Note; 

- to submit as an interim P-Note the revision of 629.13 
since an up-to-date aircraft schedule for the new 
air/space scheme was not yet available as a firm alter- 
native, although this does not preclude an adoption of 
a new scheme at the September meeting; 

- to accept, failing early allocation of a new main 629 
division for Ground effect machines (GEM), cushion- 
and hover-craft, etc., the solution advanced in P-Note 
721, namely the use of 629.1.039. 


FID/C 621.3 ,,Electrical engineering” 

At its meeting in London, the Committee studied, in 
addition to the items mentioned in the May issue of our 
Bulletin, Report Ne 7 of the 18th Conference of FID in 
Rome dealing with the temporary use of letters for 
revision of the UDC (modified proposal by Dr. W. Schol- 
ten) and the article by G. Friedlander ,,Neue Zahlen- 
reihen zum Ausbau der DK, ein Diskussionsvorschlag”’, 
Revue de la Documentation 23 (1960) 4, p. 143, in con- 
nection with the possibility of using these proposals in 
621.3. 

The Committee’s recommendation to the CCC, 
published in the May issue of our Bulletin, has been 
quoted only in part and may consequently give rise to 
misunderstanding. The full text has now been submitted 
to the CCC.

Standards and UDC 


At its meeting in 1948, the Council of ISO adopted a 
resolution by which Member Bodies were requested to 
send to ISO’s General Secretariat copies of all new 
standards issued by them and to provide for each 
standard a card bearing title, UDC number and a brief 
summary in the ISO languages. 

Following this resolution, a Committee for Index 
Cards for Standards (CICS) was set up the Council in 
1950, to perfect a model index card and the distribution 
of the cards. At its meeting in 1951, the Council of ISO 
adopted a project submitted by the CICS, and recom- 
mended to Member Bodies that they undertake the tasks 
of establishing and distributing these cards. 

Rules for the classification of standards and an extract 
from the UDC tables specially adapted to the require- 
ments of standardization, so as to insure maximum 
efficiency in the exchange of cards, were prepared by 
Dr. O. Frank and collaborators, and sent out to ISO 
Member Bodies in 1955. When the Trilingual Abridged 
Edition of the UDC (FID publ. 277, 1958) was published, 
the ISO Council, acting on the recommendation of the 
CICS, decided that the edition was sufficient for the 
requirements of international standardization. 

National standardization committees were urged in 
1948 and several times since then, to arrange to have 
the UDC number appear on their national standards. 


FID PUBLICATIONS 


Modern documentation and information practices 


A manual on ,,Modern documentation and infor- 
mation practices” has been prepared for FID by 
Dr. O. Frank and collaborators under a Unesco contract. 
The Manual, which will appear in the late summer of 
1961, has the following chapters: Organizational forms 
and purposes of documentation and information centres, 
The need to organize, Intake and outflow, References 
and storage of documents, Information retrieval, 
Mechanisation, Reproduction, Internal organisation, 
The language barrier, Human factors, and Cooperation

pleted by lists of recommended literature.

Documentation in the USSR 

The All-Union Institute for Scientific and Technical 
Information in Moscow started publication of the 
journal Dokumentacija. The first issue is to appear 
shortly. 

Other USSR journals related to the field of docu-
